ORPORATIONS 
NOT EXEMPT. 


Must Give Testimony Even If 
it Incriminates, Holds 
Judge Wellborn. 


The Santa Fé, through its 
officiais, must testify before the 
Federal grand jury. 

Judge Weillborn of the United 
States District Court arrived 
at this conclusion at 5 Oel 
last night, ac the end of an en 
tire day Of stormy arguments 
— day in which the debate 
waxed so intense that the law- 
yers even omitted the lunch 
hour in their desire to press 
their case. 

In fact, though not in exact 
words, Judge Wellborn estab- 
lished one of the most impor- 
tant rulings ever handed down 
here from the Federal bench. 

The = corporation lawyers 

based their argument upon the 
fact that no individual, under 
the Constitution, is compelled 
to give testimony which may 
incriminate himself. Judge 
Wellborn holds that a corpora- 
tion is not protected by laws 
made solely for the Individual, 
and that, whatever its secrets, 
it must come up and tell them. 

In accordance with this rul- 
ing. the grand jury will sit 
again this morning, and the 
read officers will go before it 
and give whatever testimony 
is In thelr power. The motion 
yesterday before Judge Well- 
born was to quash this sub- 
poena, and the grand jury went 
into recess at 2 o'clock in or- 
der to let the rafiroad lawyers 
and the United States Attor- 
ney thrash it out.
